R ussia’s fears, described by the sources as deep and grow­ 
ing rapidly, have been heightened by signs of a sim ultaneous 
moving closer together oetween China and Japan, allegedly 
with A m erican encouragem ent. 
These developm ents appeared to be increasing the prospects 
of an eariy sum m it m eeting betw een President Nixon and So­ 
viet P arty leader Leonid I. Brezhnev. 
Comm unist diplom ats said the cordiality of the Peking m eet­ 
ings between Kissinger, Chou and chairm an Mao Tse-Tung 
aroused suspicion that they m eant m ore than m ere form a­ 
lities. 
T he diplom ats said the Russians had thought earlier the 
United States w as aim ing a t an Asian peace, based on a ba­ 
lance with China and Russia but that the Kremlin now fears 
the balance is shifting against the USSR and in favor of China.

High Court Rebuffs 
Sirhan Review Appeal 


WASHINGTON

The Suprem e Court refused 
today to review the conviction 
of Sirhan B. Sirhan, serving a 
life sentence for the assassi­ 
nation of Sen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy in 1968. 
In a brief order, the high 
court rejected Sirhan’s appeal 
from a decision cn July 26, 
1972, by 
the California 
Su­ 
prem e Court 
upholding 
the 
conviction. 
The shooting took olace in a 
kitchen area of the Hotel Am­ 
bassador in Los Angeles fol­ 
lowing Kennedy’s victory in 
the 
D em ocratic 
p res^en tial 
p rim ary in California. 
The appeal conceded that 
Sirhan “ was captured ut the 
scene wielding a still sm oking 
gun.” But it said “ significant 
physical evidence” has been 
uncovered to show that he did 
not fire the fatal bullet. 
The law yers, Roger S. Han­ 
son and George R. M ilman of 
Beverly Hills, told the Court 
they are going to plarc this 


evidence before the California 
Suprem e Court. They accused 
the state tribunal of inventing 
a w ay to get around U S. Su­ 
prem e Court standards in or­ 
der to affirm the conviction. 
Sirhan originally w as sen­ 
tenced to death in the gas 
cham ber, 
but 
the 
sentence 
was modified to life im prison­ 
m ent after capital punishm ent 
was abolished in California. 
Slate authorities have said he 
would become eligible to be 
considered for parole after se­ 
ven years. 
Sirhan’s attorneys listed 12 
legal points for the U.S. Su­ 
prem e Court’s consideration, 
including a claim 
that 
the 
convicted 
m an’s hom e 
w as 
im properly searched by police 
after the crim e. 
The appeal also raised the 
question 
w hether 
trash 
lo­ 
cated at the re a r of Sirhan’s 
home had “a reasonable ex­ 
pectation of privacy to pre­ 
clude its seizure by law en­ 
forcem ent officers.”

Earlier, Western airline of­ 
ficials said the death toll was 
77 of 99 persons aboard. 
“The survivors are in good 
condition. Most of them were 
already released from hospi­ 
tal,” CTK said.

CHICAGO (UPI) — Former 
Illinois Gov. Otto Kemer, con­ 
victed 
Monday of bribery v 
conspiracy, mail fraud, in­ 
come tax evasion and perju­ 
ry, vowed to salvage his “ re­ 
putation and honor which are 
dearer than life itself.” 


Kemer, 64, a U.S. Appeals 
Court judge on leave of ab­ 
sence, was found guilty by a 
jury 
which 
deliberated 
16 
hours over three days, of all 
19 counts against him. His 
long time associate, 
former 
state revenue director Theod­ 
ore J. Isaacs, was convicted 
of the same charges except 
perjury. 


Twice governor of Illinois 
and successor to his father as 
a judge,. Kemer became the 
first sitting federal judge ever 
convicted in a criminal trial. 
He could be sentenced to 83 
years in prison and fined $93.- 
000. Isaacs could receive 73 
years in prison and a $73,000 
fine. 


Denies Wrongdoing 
“ Despite the verdict of the 
jurors, at no time that 1 have 
held public office have I ta­ 
ken any advantage and 
I 
have always tried and I al­ 
ways made my judgements in 
consideration of the people I 
served,” Kemer said in a 
statement shortly after the 
verdict. 


“ I have been in many bat­ 
tles in my life where life it­ 
self was at stake. This battle j 
is even more important than 
life itself because it involves

my 
reputation 
and 
honor : 
which are dearer than life it- j 
self and I intend to continue 
this battle.”

The Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration (FDA) and Stouffer’s 
Food Co., of Solon, Ohio, are 
recalling four frozen food pro­ 
ducts that may contain mush­ 
rooms with botulism. 
Terming the recall an “ex­ 
tra precaution,” an FDA spo­

said

Stoufier’s products could be 
l o c a t e d anywhere in the 
country and some "may have 
reached” consumers. “We do 
not know how widely dis­ 
tributed the affected products 
may 
be,” 
the 
spokesman 
said. 
Earlier Monday FDA re­ 
called Poppa Fabbrinl Brand 
Pizza and other products with 
mushrooms 
distributed 
in 
New York, 
Ohio, 
Pennsyl­ 
vania and Illinois by Fabbrini 
Family Food Inc., of Ossi- 
nike, Mich. 
The Stouffer products re­ 
called 
were 
frozen 
green 
beans and mushrooms, frozen 


e s c a l l o p e d chicken and 
noodles, frozen tuna noodle 
casserole and frozen cream of 
mushroom soup. 
In a joint announcement, 
FDA 
and 
Stouffer’s 
urged 
anyone who may have bought 
the products since Feb. 7, 
1973 to return them to stores 
where they were purchased. 
They said there was no cer­ 
tainty that botulism existed in 
the products but they may 
c o n t a i n mushrooms from 
United Canning Corp., of East 
Palestine, Ohio, which were 
reported Saturday to have the 
toxic bacteria, and therefore 
“all must be considered sus­ 
pect.” 
Stouffer’s planned to com­ 
plete the recall by the end of 
today, the statement said. 
Botulism attacks the ner­ 
vous system and can be fatal. 
Several cases a year turn up 
in the United States, nearly 
all from faulty home canning. 


The poison forms after seal­ 
ing when canned food is un­ 
dercooked, permitting bolulin 
bacteria to multiply in the ab­ 
sence of air. Cooking the food 
after the can is opened does 
not destroy the poison. 
An FDA spokesman said 
that Poppa Fabbrini had used 
mushrooms 
from 
the 
con­ 
taminated lots, but it was not 
yet 
possible 
to 
determine 
whether 
the 
products 
had 
been sold to the public. All 
Poppa Fabbrini products con­ 
taining mushrooms were re­ 
called as a precaution, he 
said. 
In addition, the FDA said 
the poison was either con­ 
firmed or suspected in nine 
additional lots of mushrooms 
manufactured by the Ohio 
firm. The agency said it was 
recalling between 50,000 and 
80,000 cans of mushrooms, an 
increase from the original re­ 
call of nearly 30,000 Saturday.

5-Monfh Building Moratorium in L V. Area? 


LA VERNE - The City 
Council will be asked tonight 
to declare a moratorium on 
all building activity north of 
the proposed Foothill Free­ 
way for the next five months. 
The 
freeway, 
when 
ex­ 
tended east from its present 
terminal 
point 
at 
Damien 


Avenue, 
will 
run 
approxi­ 
mately 200 yards south of 
Base Line Road. North of that 
area lie the city’s prime resi­ 
dential areas. 


The moratorium was rec­ 
ommended last week by the 
planning commission unani­ 
mously, after three landow­ 


ners proposed developments 
there. 
The proposals, according to 
planning director C. R. Le 
Gros, were in line with zon­ 
ing, but were in conflict with 
the aims of the general plan 
which is expected to be com­ 
pleted next June. 


Le Gros says the new gen­ 
eral plan will call for only 
residential 
developments 
in 
the area. 
It was the continuous flow 
of requests for commercial 
developments that prompted 
the commission to move to­ 
ward the freeze last week. 
Earlier during the meeting, 


James R. Linley of 1202 Can­ 
yon View Drive submitted a 
petition bearing 381 names, 
objecting to a proposal to de­ 
velop the sutheast corner of 
Canyon View Drive and Ro- 
mola Avenue into a commer- 
cial-multiresidential combina­ 
tion. The commission rejected 
that proposal. 


The residents had earlier 
petitioned the City Council 
successfully to reject two oth­ 
er proposed shopping centers 
earmarked for the same area. 


The residents voiced their 
displeasure last week at the 
apparent need to attend every 
meeting of the commission 


and the council to fight the 
proposed developments. 
It was at that point that the 
planning commission 
called 
for the moratorium, the sec­ 
ond such request in three 
months. 
The first request, last No­ 
vember, made by Le Gros. 


was rejected by the council 
on the grounds that it was too 
broad. Le Gross had asked 
for a freeze on all construc­ 
tion throughout the city until 
the general plan was com­ 
pleted. 
The latest freeze would ap­ 
ply only to the north part of 
the city.

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Devaluation Just 
Scratches Surface 


The 10 per cent devaluation oi the dollar has en­ 
ded the latest monetary crisis and given the United 
States a breathing spell. But it does not treat the 
basic problem, any more than did the 8.73 per cent 
devaluation in December, 1971. 
The basic problem is that this country Is sending 
more dollars overseas in purchases of foreign goods 
than it is receiving back in the form of purchases of 
American goods by foreigners, or by foreign invest­ 
ment in U.S. businesses. 
From a small but ominous cloud on the horizon in 
1971, the import-export imoalance mushroomed into 
a deficit of S6.4 billion last year. By comparison. 
Japan recorded a $9-billion in surplus, 84 billion it ac­ 
counted tor by exports to the United States alone. 
The devaluation of the dollar will go far toward 
wiping out the projected trade imbalance for 1973 by 
making U.S. products both more attractive abroad 
and more competitive with foreign imports in this 
country. 
To the extent that it discourages American tour­ 
ists from traveling and spending abroad, because 
their dollars no longer go as far in term s of foreign 
currencies, and to the extent that it encourages fo­ 
reigners to come here for the opposite reason, this 
wifi also help. 
Over the longer range, moves charted by the ad­ 
ministration to encourage other countries to relax 
discriminatory barriers against American exports 
will place us on a more equal competitive footing 
with them and help insure that we do not have ano­ 
ther crisis in another year. 
One of these moves is the use of selective tariffs 
against those trading partners employing the same 
tactics against us. But this must not be permitted to 
get out of hand. It could ultimately be disastrous if 
the growing protectioninst sentiment in Congress 
wore to be translated into the kind of economic 
isolationism which contributed so much to the 
worldwide depression of the 1930s. 
The name of the game is still competition. 
Even though the dollar has now assumed a more 
realistic relationship with other currencies, and 
even if all trade barriers are eventually removed, 
the American worker will still be up against stift 
competition—the industrious Japanese, the efficient 
Germans, all the other countries that are overtaking 
the technological lead enjoyed by the United States 
since World War II. 
But speaking of technology, there is another cloud 
on the horizon. This is the rising tide of UJS. im­ 
ports of Middle East oil. 
One forecast is that we may be importing someth­ 
ing like $30 billion worth of foreign petroleum by 
1980, a figure that makes 1972’s trade deficit of $6.1 
billion look like peanuts. 
The oil-exporting countries are already accumulat­ 
ing vast reserves of dollars, and given the com 
tinuing political instability of that pari of the world, 
these reserves could become a powerful lever for 
mischief. 
Not foreign cameras or foreign cars but our unsla­ 
ckening «hirst for oil may well constitute the real 
crisis facing this nation in the years ahead. 


Not First, Happily 


Sometimes it’s pleasant not to be first. 
California is proud of its many top rankings, but 
Is just as happy that New York's metropolitan area 
leads any of ours in per capita local taxes. Not by 
much, but something, at least. 
The average Gotham area resident, according to 
Tax Foundation, Inc., has a tax burden of $413.71. 
Of that, $292.99 goes for property taxes. The nation­ 
al average is $281.54 and S228.59. 
California is crowding New York, however. Of the 
next 10 ranking metropolitan areas, out of a total of 
38, our state has five. And San Diego is in 18th 
place. 
The San Francisco-Oakland area ranks second 
nationally with a total per capita tax of $407.52. 
That’s $6.19 under New York’s total; but in the 
property tax area. San Francisco-Oakland tops the 
nation with $355.91—$62.92 more than New York, 
and $12732 above the national average. 
Los Angeles-Long Beach Is in third place national­ 
ly, with $354.17 total per capita, of which $307.83 is 
in property taxes, which also tops New’ York. 
Other California metropolitan areas fare this way: 
San Jose, in sixth place, after Washington, D.C. 
and Newark, totals $325.81 and $292.54. 
San 
Bernardino-Riverside-Ontario; 
$292.12 
and 
$261.72. 
Anaheim-Santa Ana-Garden Grove: $288.41 and 
$258.38. 
San Diego: $210.65 and $211.25. 
Who’s the lowest in the tax ranking? San Antonio, 
Texas, which has a total per capita local tax of 
$100.37, of which $92. <1 is property tax. 
That’s nice, but hardly a reason to move ’wav 
down there.

Cuts Deal 
Major Blow 
To Research 


WASHINGTON - To pa­ 
raphrase the Old Testament 
prophet of doom in Eccle­ 
siastes. the sound of grinding 
is loud in the land. It is tne 
grinding of the shears to cut, 
cut, cut out of the budget pro­ 
grams long taken for granted 
.is Federal supplments to help 
protect millions of Americans 
living on or near the poverty 
line from the ills that afflict 
with particular force those at 
the bottom of the economic 
heap. 
In the shearing process the 
area of health is conspicuous. 
Program after program is ei- 
t h e r stricken out or 
so 
sharply cut back as to be ne­ 
gated. These are programs 
touching directly not only the 
poor but Americans at almost 
every level. 
Seen as Retrenchment 
This comes as a surprise, 
since in the recent past Presi­ 
dent Nixon has supported in­ 
creases 
to 
advance 
health 
research and the application 
of that research to medical 
practice. 
He 
put 
through 
a marked increase in funds for 
an all-out attack on cancer. 
Initially the authorization for 
the fight on cancer in the 1974 
budget was $650 million. 
That has been pruned by 
$140 million, leaving a total 
that the cancer fighters feel 
is inadequate to push on with 
important leads in research. 
These new leads offer hope 
that this worst of the killers, 
along with heart attack and 
stroke, can in the foreseeable 
future be brought down to 
manageable proportions. In a 
diversity of ways research 
has gone forward on both pre­ 
vention and cure with no­ 
table, although still limited, 
success in leukemia. 
But it is the cuts as they hit 
day-to-day programs that are 
deeply troubling. Community 
mental health centers will get 
no more Federal aid 
and 
without that aid localities will 
be hard pressed to keep them 
open. Already warnings are 
c o m i n g from around the 
country that centers wiH be 
closed. 
Cuts in Training 
The long-term bite on what 
kind of health care we can 
expect n the immediate fu­ 
ture will come in the drastic 
cuts in health-training pro­ 
grams. The training of future 
workers in a whole range of 
health services has been cut 
50 per cent. The program has 
been eliminated 
for public 
health services. 
One of the President’s justi­ 
fications for the whole sweep 
of cutbacks not only in health 
but across the board was that 
programs had outlived their 
usefulness. He cited this in 
abolishing the Hill-Burton hos­ 
pital 
construction 
program. 
At his contirmation hearing 
the new head of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare, Caspar 
W. Weinberger, testified that 
he knew of ho^?itals in rural

California where occupancy 
was only 40 to 50 per cent of 
capacity. 
The bitterest pill to swallow 
for the elderly is the deep cut 
in Medicare payments. This 
is done by requiring those 
over 65 on Medicare to begin 
paying 10 per cent of all hos­ 
pital costs on the second rath­ 
er than the 61st day. This 
amounts to a cut of close to 
$1 billion in the benefits under 
the program, which are mea­ 
ger enough in view of escalat­ 
ing medical costs. One esti­ 
mate is that Medicare will 
now pay no more than 25 per 
cent of the cost of an illness.

A typical firing took place 
late one afternoon last week 
when a phone call from Phil­ 
lips’ eighth floor suite came 
down to Rodger Betts, an 
a b l e 
Republican 
admin­ 
istrator who 
served as 
a 
deputy assistant director. Betts 
was told he and his staff had 
30 minutes to clean out their 
desks and move across the 
street where OEO outcasts 
are now in a holding pattern 
until they can find new jobs. 
The 
next 
morning, 
new 
York Senator Jim Buckley’s 
administrative assistant, Da­ 
vid Jones, took over Betts’ 
fifth floor offices and began 
to direct operations. 
Buck­ 
ley’s office tells callers that 
Jones is "on temporary leave 
of absence." 
Conservative 
consultants 
earning $100 a day are invad­ 
ing other OEO. offices. "My 
office has actually doubled,” 
an OEO. admnistrator told 
us. 
"I’ve 
got 
three 
con­ 
sultants, now, and three pro­ 
fessional staff people.” 
The "consultants” are busily 


crating thousands of OEO. 
documents—some 
for 
the 
warehouse, others for the in­ 
cinerator. 
Agnew Memo 
Meanwhile, Vice President 
Agnew’s office has sent over 
a document which Phillips’ 
wrecking crew is guarding 
c l o s e l y . In no uncertain 
terms, the memo spells out 
what Phillips should attack 
lirst. 
"Of all the OEO programs, 
Legal Services is the one 
most capable of fundamental­ 
ly altering America,” states 
the memo. "For that alone, it 
should be the 
first elimi­ 
nated." 
This program has been pro­ 
viding free legal services to 
the poor—much to the con­ 
sternation of landlords, em­ 
ployers, banks and local offi­ 
cials, who have been hauled 
i n t o 
court 
by 
the 
dis­ 
advantaged and deprived. 
The White House has assur­ 
ed liberals on Capitol 
Hill 
that the President will submit 
a bill to Congress soon to es­ 
tablish a legal service corpo­ 
ration. But Phillips* people 
apparently are ignoring the 
President’s promise and con­ 
sidering alternative ways of 
reforming legal services. 
In the memo which vice 
presidential aide David Kenne 
forwarded to Phillips’ office 
last week, President Nixon’s 
legal corporation is dismissed 
as “not salable politically.” 
In place of the corporation, 
the memo suggests that the 
federal government channel 
“ s e e d money" to “more 
traditional" private legal aid 
groups. 
"First," the memo points 
out, "control of the traditional 
le<*ai aid societies rests with 
ABA-type lawyers, a group not 
noted for a penchant for ra­ 
dical reform. Second, the loc­ 
al 
groups 
are 
necessarily 
fragmented, 
and 
with 
no 
special focus. 
Although na­ 
tional coordination by law re­ 
form povertyists is still pos­ 
sible, it is made considerable 
more difficult." 


Footnote: a spokesman for 
the Vice President insists that 
Agnew 
personally 
endorses 
the President’s idea of a legal 
services 
corporation. 
"The 
memo,” added the spokes­ 
man. "was sent to OEO with­ 
out the Vice President’s offi­ 
cial endorsement.” 
Hebert’s Den Mother 
The old crusty chairman of 
the House Armed Services 
Committee, Rep. Edward He­ 
bert, D-La., apparently has 
kissed and made up with the 
only woman on his 
com­ 
mittee, Pat Schroeder, the 
young housewife from Colo­ 
rado. 
Mrs. Schroeder, with little 
more than a month of expe­ 
rience on Capitol Hill, has al­ 
ready earned a reputation as 
a skillful diplomat. She out- 
m a n e u v e r e d Hebert and 
wangled a seat on Hebert’s 
powerful 
committee—despite 
stem objections from the old 
chairman himself. 
Hebert was hopping mad 
over the appointment. He was 
furious that 
his colleagues 
would go against his wishes 
and seat Mrs. Schroeder to­ 
gether with black liberal Ron 
Dellums, D-Calif. 
At 
the 
height 
of 
the 
squabble, Hebert happened to 
bump into Mrs. Schroeder’s 
husband, Jim, on the Capitol 
Hill subway. "So, you’re the 
one who married that wom­ 
an,” Hebert harrumped. 
But since her appointment, 
Mrs. Schroeder has smoothed 
Hebert’s ruffled feathers. She 
assured the chairman that 
she’s not going to be a "skin­ 
ny Bella Abzug,” as Hebert 
had feared. 
Relations are now so cor­ 
dial that Mrs. Schroeder kid- 
dingly calls herself in front of 
Hebert the committee’s "to­ 
ken woman” who will provide 
"cookies and milk at all the 
committee hearings.” 
Hebert, for his part, auto­ 
graphed a copy of his book, 
"Creed of a Congressman," 
for Mrs. Schroeder, address­ 
ing her as "Our Committee 
Den Mother.” 


At long last our agonized 
prisoners of war are return­ 
ing from Vietnam — 
the 
homecoming 
of 
the 
living 
dead. 
And these returning 
Americans are at the same 
time a grim reminder that 
the horror and heartbreak of 
war have been at least some 
part of the life of nearly ev­ 
ery American adult in this 
century. It is like the lab­ 
yrinth of Cnossus, from which 
no one escaped. 
The returning prisoners are 
reminders, as well, of our he­ 
roic dead — returned from 
Flanders’ fields, Bataan, the 
bleak, high ridges of Korea, 
the jungles and paddy fields 
of Vietnam. 
Their sad dust can be cal­ 
led sacred, deep among the 
never-to-be-forgotten — of our 
young soldiers dying one by 
one. How much death and 
agony there is that man can 
cause! How little he seems to 
cure! 
No Selection 
It is difficult to see any pat­ 
tern in life when you can see 
no selection in death, 
no 
choosing or weighing, no care 
or mercy in the choice, no 
blessing that we can unders­ 
tand. 
To any man who believes 
in God, his faith tells him 
that the loss of each good 
man has its purpose and Its 
blessing. But you find it hard 
to keep that thought when you 
know that the death has come 
and that it is, as the British 
say, "Goodnight, forever." 
In a material sense, consid­ 
ering the billions on billions 
of dollars involved, our wars 
have actually cost us more 
than all the wealth our people 
have been able to accumu­ 
late. This is the finding of the 
respected Bureau of Econom­ 
ic Research at the University 
of Illinois. 
Including the Vietnam war, 
our wars have cost us an esti­ 
mated $585 billion. All the 
farms in our country, all the 
h o m e s , all the factories, 
shops, stores, railroads, uti­ 
lities and other private prop­ 
erty in the United States is 
valued at approximately $580 
billion. 
In World War I the average 
cost of killing one enemy was 
$21,000; in World War II, $75,- 
000. Official estimates show 
that our 
military 
cost 
ot 
World War II was about $330 
billion. We were in that war 
1,347 fighting days. It cost us 
about $250 million a day. And 
the daily costs of the Korean 


and Vietnam wars increased 
at about the same accelera­ 
tion — nearly all of which re 
mains unpaid. 
Overspending 
In fact, before we begin 
which are supposed to be 
spending imaginary billions 
available with the end of the 
Vietnam war, we should re 
member that for years on end 
we have already been spend­ 
ing money we haven’t got. 
Next to the Post Office De­ 
partment and the Defense De­ 
partment, the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration is our govern­ 
ment’s largest bureau. And it 
reports that we are still pay­ 
ing a pension to a descendant 
of the war of 1812, which en­ 
ded 161 years ago. 
T h e 
War 
Between the 
States ended 118 years ago. 
Payments to and expenses for 
veterans and the indemnities 
of that war have long ago ex­ 
ceeded all costs in the war 
years. The same is true for 
the 
Spanish-American 
War 
and World War I. 
As for World War II, the 
VA estimates that payments 
to veterans will finish be­ 
tween the years 2080 and 2100 
— 107 years from now. 
None of our wars has ever 
even approached the cost of 
its 
aftermath. 
Surely, the 
Vietnam war will be no dif­ 
ferent. 
But, all that having been 
said, a fundamental needs to 
be stated: 
A nation can be well armed 
but its real defense remains 
m its inner spirit. Agressors 
seek their prey among the 
weak in spirit and the craven, 
not among the valiant who 
are ready, willing and able to 
defend their country. 
Our First Line 
Respect 
for 
the 
United 
States is our first line of de­ 
fense. 
The American search for 
peace 
remains 
everlasting. 
Humanity cries our for peace 
on earth, and this is the cry of 
decency and hope that cotnes 
as one voice from the deepest 
hearc and soul of our mighty 
nation. 
President Nixon — like the 
American Presidents before 
him — is prepared to lead 
that cry in behalf of the 
whole world. But, the present 
lull notwithstanding, we are 
under 
potential 
attack 
by 
great powers and the peace of 
the world can ultimately rest 
on our courage. It will not 
fail us, praise God, come 
what may.

WALNUT - 
Eiphtv-vear- 
old Frank McMillan says you 
can’t beat progress—and he 
should know, for he has seen 
his original 72-acre homestead 
here gradually overcome by 
housing developments. 
McMillan, who moved to 
Walnut 45 years ago, looked 
out over his Brea Canyon 
Road property recently to re­ 
call a young California iust 
experiencing 
the 
population 
boom. 
Before the boom, he said, 
he drove along Brea Canyon 
Road through acre upon acre 
of orange groves, rarely en­ 
countering another vehicle. 
“The area was much better 
. looking when it was all citrus 
groves, but they say you can’t 
stop progress and I suppose 
this is progress,” he said. 
“We don’t object to progress 
though, we know it is someth­ 
ing we have no control over.” 
His original 72-acre citrus 
grove has been chopped and 
subdivided down to 13 acres, 
and the hillside that 
once 
produced “one of the best 
crops around” is new dotted 
with homes. 
McMillan first entered the 
citrus business at 19 in his 
native Pasadena. “ When I 


was a young fellow the area 
was quite a citrus center, so 
when I was in high school I 
worked for an orange grower. 
I just got interested in cit­ 
rus." he said. 
McMillan’s first grove was 
in North 
Whittier Heights, 
now Hacienda Heights, where 
he developed a thriving citrus 
nursery for commercial plant­ 
ing. 
Upon sale of the Hacienda 
H e i g h t s acreage in 1928 
McMillan and his wife Flo­ 
rence moved to Walnut and 
were among the first • to re­ 
place dwindling walnut groves 
with oranges. 
“They grew lots of walnuts 
here but pests and things got 
bad and it cost so much to 
spray walnut groves that they 
took the walnut trees out and 
put groves in,” he said. 
The transition from a ci- 
trus-to-pecple-dominated envi­ 
ronment might be attributed 
in part to an exotic South 
American citrus disease, he 
says. 
Citrus growers throughout 
Southern California began sel­ 
ling groves around 1953 when 
“tristeza” or “quick decline” 
hit Covina area groves and 
quickly spread through other 
southland acreage. 


McMillan’s crop was among 
the victims of the tristeza epi­ 
demic (it only affected trees 
planted on a Florida sour 
orange root), but he replanted 
instead of selling to subdivi­ 
ders. 
Although 
the 
contractors 
a n d 
bulldozers 
eventually 
won, McMillan still maintains 
and farms the 13-acre grove. 
Despite his 80 years he still 
does his own tractor and irri- 
g a t i o n 
w o r k 
o n 
the 
grove—leaving only the pick­ 
ing to outside help. 
“My philosophy is just ne­ 
ver retire entirely. You can 
slow down but don’t stop. I 
work half day at a time and 
I’m still enjoying life,” he 
said. 
McMillan 
follows 
through 
with that personal philosophy 
f r o m his 
stately 
Spanish 
home overlooking the 
Dia­ 
mond West subdivision in the 
unincorporated area of Wal­ 
nut. 
As his wife puts it, “he’s a 
wealth of information:’’ as he 
puts it, he’s just “ involved 
with living.” “I don’t know 
why a person who’s 80 should 
be senile,” he said. Then, as 
alwa' s, the conversation shifts 
back 
to 
his 
chief 
inter­ 
est-raising oranges.

ing across this country like 
the Dalton brothers, shooting 
down no-fault,” according to 
John T. Kehoe, state director 
of consumer affairs. 
AB 50 will be presented to 
the Assembly Finance and In­ 
surance Committee Wednes­ 
day by Fenton, a Montebello 
Democrat. He predicts it will 
encounter little difficulty until 
It reaches the Senate — the 
deathbed of his no-fault prop­ 
osals of the past. 
A Chance of Passage 
This year may be different, 
Fenton said, because the bill 
guarantees an insurance rate 
reduction — a provision he 
hopes will give it the extra 
edge which will put it on Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s desk. 
Basically, under the meas­ 
ure, a motorist or victim 
would be paid for his accident 
costs by his own insurance 
company regardless of who 
caused the accident. 
Victims could seek addition­ 
al damages in court after 
their medical expenses ex­ 
ceeded $1,000. The measure 
also would provide for pay­ 
ment of medical treatment up 
to $50,000, 86 per cent of lost 
wages up to $750 a month 
with a maximum of $5,000 
and funeral expenses up to 
$1,000. 
Fenton said the bill would 
lower rates for sections of in­ 
surance policies dealing with 
nonproperty damage by 10 to 
15 per cent. As the bill stands 
n o w , the rate reductions 


would be required only in the 
first year after the measure 
went into effect. But Fenton 
said he is working on rate 
•'control language” for sub­ 
sequent years. 
The overall insurance pre­ 
mium would be decreased by 
a lesser percentage depending 
on how much additional cove­ 
rage a driver purchased. 
More Benefits 
Fenton argues the bill will 
provide more benefits to acci­ 
dent victims, speed up pay­ 
ments to them and help un­ 
clog the courts by lowering 
the number of auto accident 
suits. 
Hafif, president of the Cali­ 
fornia Trial Lawyers Associa­ 
tion, has maintained that con­ 
sumer benefits are illusory. 
‘‘Basically this bill is a ra­ 
dical change in the existing 
personal injury lawsuit sys­ 
tem for absolutely no reason 
except 
insurance 
company 
profit,” Hafif said. 
“It forces people to buy 
compulsory 
self - insurance 
whether they need it or not 
ano whether they can afford 
it or not,” he said. 
“It takes away the right of 
96 per cent of the \ictims to 
seek full compensation 
for 
their injuries against careless 
drivers.” 
Rate Fixing Illegal 
Hafif also said the require­ 
ment that rates be reduced is 
unconstitutional, declaring the 
legislature cannot set rates 
without establishing a rate- 
fixing system. 
One of the most sensitive is­ 
sues between Hafif and Fen­ 
ton is the lawmaker’s con­ 
tention that the trial lawyers 
are opposed to the bill be­ 
cause it is a “pocketbook is­ 
sue” for them. Fenton, a trial 
lawyer himself, said it would 
tower the income of lawyers 
by decreasing the number of 
auto accident lawsuits. 
Hafif replied, “That’s like 
saying doctors don’t want to 
cure the plague because it af­ 
fects their pocketbooks.”

Palmer’s victory in the Bob Hope Classic was his fire* in 
nearly a year and a half and although he registered it a week 
ago Sunday, he’s still wearing the glow. 
Arnold Palmer smiles a lot more these days. He’s relaxed 
and quicker with the wise cracks. Most important of all, he 
has his confidence back.

Q — I would like your advice on Avco Corp. (NYSE) pur­ 
chased a year ago at $17 per share. The stock has done noth-. 
tag since. What is your opinion on Avco for the long term? — 
H. F. 


A — Trading at about 8x estimated fiscal 1972 earnings, 
Avco shares appear to offer above-average, long-term recove­ 
ry potential. The main deterrent here has been Avco’s Aerost- 
ructures division, which holds $575 million in contracts on the 
Lockheed L-1011 Airbus. Of the 350 wing assemblies called for 
in the contract, orders and options on 184 have been received. 
This puts the company beyond the break-even point of 179 sets. 
Finance and insurance activities have prospered and con­ 
tribute the bulk of Avco’s operating income. Financial services 
including lending but not insurance operations contribute 50 
per cent of company earnings. Thus, with interest rates ex­ 
pected to rise and thereby add to Avco’s expenses, investors 
have had additional confirmation of their cautious attitude to­ 
ward these shares. Although speculative, shares are a hold on 
turnaround prospects. 


Q — I am interested in no-load growth stock mutual funds, 


such as Nicholas Strong. Would you give me information on 
this or another fund for growth? — C. G. 


A — I am forwarding to you my list of 15 rpcommended 
growth funds. Eleven are for conservative investors; four, in­ 
cluding Nicholas Strong, are for the more speculative investor. 
Seven of these are no-load, one trades OTC and the remainder 
have varying load fees. 
I would point out that the latter as a group have lower 
operating costs per $100. This list may be had by readers, free 
of charge, upon requesting “ Growth Fund List."

Nicholas Strong, although the top performer in 1971, did not 
score in the top 25 for 1972. Nonetheless, the fund was well 
above average tor the year. Established in 1969, the fund’s 
investment goal is for long-term growth in smaller emerging 
companies rather than short-swing trading.

From your de­ 
scription, you certainly seem 
to be psychologically addicted 
to amphetamines, 
and you 
may also be physically ad­ 
dicted. 


As you may know, in or- 
d m a r v amounts am pheta­ 
mines 
provide 
a 
transient 
sense of alertness and well- 
being. Hunger is diminished 
and short-term performance 
may be enhanced in a fati­ 
gued person. When t!iey are 
taken intravenously, or even 
when many pills are taken, 
they can cause an ecastatic 
high which decreases over a 
few hours, so that more am ­ 
phetamine is needed to repr­ 


oduce 
the 
stimulation 
and 
feeling of well-being. 


Dr. Lawrence Hatterer, a 
New York psychiatrist, 
be­ 


lieves that people who work 
i n 
high-poweied 
industries 
and are constantly pressured 
and challenged are particular­ 
ly susceptible to dependence 
on stimulants. Becur.se they 
may be perfectionists or high­ 
ly ambitious persons, 
they 
may feel that need that extra 
chemical push to help them 
meet the demands they m ake 
on themselves. 
Some doctors think there is 
such a thing as an addictive 
personality, that is, the land 
of person who would tend to 
overuse any number of things 
that might initially give him 
a sense of ease and well­ 
being. Dr. Martin Symonds 
believes that various addic­ 
tive disorders have the sam e 
dynamics.
